Few will artiuc ;ii;alnst the statemenl 
thai ycar-rouiicl jiollileal uellon, or at least 
political eoLi,.cloiiMif'.ss. by >x large body of 
voters is t» iriily tlt-iiiocratlc gov- 

eriimenl. Uul .some courses In the NC-PAC 
curriculum mlglii leave one leelliiB dubious. 

Here, for Instance, are some condensed ex- 
cerpts from the course taught by Joseph 
Berger. described as a professional ghost- 
writer of the Democratic National commit- 
tee: 

"You are right. . . your opponent l& wrong 
—not Just half wrong. , . Concede points 
graclou.sly to your opponent when you can 
add the .stinger tliat turns them to your own 
advant.ige. Never concede anything other- 
wise. , . If you recognize any ol the opposi- 
tion's arguments It should be only for the 
purpose of attack — expaiing dishonesty, 
hypocrisy, Incompetence, Irresponsibility." 

Now that Is the sort oI thinking and argu- 
ment to which voters are subjected In every 
political campaign. It Is a hallowed technique 
employed by all parties, accepted with tongue 
In cheek by all but the most nalvo citizens, 
and endured largely (or the laughs It. gives. 

This technique Is compounded of evasion, 
Innuendo, exaggeration, hypocrisy and a de- 
liberate Intent to mislead. It makes wide, un- 
abashed use of halt-truths In an nttcmpt to 
prove the Impossible contention that every- 
thing the speaker and his party do Ik right, 
and that the opponent and hl.-i party arc mo- 
tivated by a treasonable desire to ruin the 
country. 

That Is scarcely the dlaletlc method o( 
Bocralea, Rather, 11 Is a technique designed to 
generate hent and exclude light, to Inflame 
the emotions and benumb the ren.son. It 
procectls from the premise that the average 
voter is a mcatliend, and hence alms Its ap- 
peal at the least Intelligent members of the 
electorate. 

All this Is endurable once In two years be- 
cause, through unshakable tradition, It ha.s to 
be endured, and because the duration of 
high-pitch campaigning Is morcKully short. 
But to suggest a conlinuoua barrage of these 
tiresome harangues Is an insult to the candl 
dates that the NC-PTC supports and the vot. 
ers to whom It commends them. 

The NC-PAC, despite the occa.-ilona! 
espousal of a Republican, Is basically a liberal 
Democratic group Interested In seeing liberal 
Democrats elected. Naturally, there Is ni 
Ing wrong with that, and nothing to prevent 
their using any legal means of trying to put 
their candidates In office. 

But It does seem as If the NC-PAC is muff- 
ing an opportunity lor real public service. 
The group is designated as a committee ol 
cltkens. not politicians, And there are some 
very Intelligent men &t Its helm. They might 
do a valuable Job of promoting a better-in- 
formed electorate by stimulating calm and 
Intelligent dL^cusslon of Important political 
Issues. 

There are enough of such Issues, goodness 
knows, and there Is need of a wider and more 
intelligent under.'itandlng of them. But, If 
Professor Bcrger's course In applied mass 
psychology Is typical, the NC-PAC Is employ- 
ing perhaps the most reprehensible of pro- 
fessional political tricks short of outright 
graft In an effort to befuddle rather than 
enlighten the people who are supposed to 
have the ultimate voice In the conduct of our 
government.
